Reinvention of Northtown Plaza 
envisions upscale shopping destination 


Developer's wish lists 
hint at mix of tenants

The developer remaking the 
Northtown Plaza shopping center 
wants to construct six buildings 
around acentral parking area and 
create acommon green where cus- 
tomers could do yoga, watch mov- 
ies and ice-skate. 

The concept plan recently filed 
with the Town of Amherst is the 
first detailed look at WS Devel- 
opment’s plans for the high-pro- 
file property on Sheridan Drive, 
just east of Niagara Falls Boule- 
vard, which the company wants to 
transform into an upscale destina- 
tion for shoppers in the region. 

The documents don’t include 
any names of tenants, but WS De-

velopment identifies prospective 
tenants in wish lists, known as 
merchandising plans, that have 
circulated over the last few years. 

Inone from December that The 
Buffalo News obtained, the same 
six buildings in the plaza are filled 
with well-known national retail- 
ers and restaurants such as Vine- 
yard Vines, Sephora and Shake 
Shack. Local businesses including 
Spot Coffee, Lake Effect Ice Cream 
and Allen Burger Venture also are 
marked on the plan. 

WS Development did not pro- 
vide the document to The News, 
and the company cautioned that 
the December plan is out of date. 
A top official said the companies 
identified on the merchandising 
plan are not necessarily those that 
will sign leases. 

“The plan changes all the time,”

Trumps tweets 
show frustration 
with Russia case 


Says Clinton should be pursued 
as first charges reportedly loom

WASHINGTON - President 
Trump’s growing frustration at 
the investigations into his cam- 
paign’s ties with Russia boiled 
over Sunday, as he sought to 
shift the focus to a litany of ac- 
cusations against his 2016 rival, 
Hillary Clinton, a day before the 
special counsel inquiry will re- 
portedly produce its first indict- 
ment in the case. 

In a series of midmorning 
Twitter posts, Trump said Re- 
publicans were now pushing 
back against the Russia allega- 
tions by looking into Clinton. 
But the president, who has of- 
ten expressed anger that his 
allies were not doing more to 
protect him from the Russia 
inquiries, made it clear he be- 
lieved that Clinton should be 
pursued more forcefully, writ- 
ing, “DO SOMETHING!” 

He did not specify who 
should take such action, though 
critics have accused him of try- 
ing to improperly sway the in- 
quiries. 

“Never seen such Republi- 
can ANGER & UNITY as I have 
concerning the lack of investi- 
gation on Clinton made Fake 
Dossier (now $12,000,000?), 
the Uranium to Russia deal, the 
33,000 plus deleted Emails, the 
Comey fix and so much more,” 
Trump wrote. “Instead they 
look at phony Trump/Russia 
‘collusion, which doesn’t exist.” 

Trump was apparently re- 
ferring in his tweets to revela- 
tions last week that Clinton’s 
campaign and the Democratic 
National Committee had paid 
for research that was included 
inasalacious dossier made pub- 
licin January by BuzzFeed. The 
dossier contained claims about 
connections between Trump, 
his associates and Russia. 

The president was also re- 
viving unproved allegations 
that Clinton was part of a quid 
pro quo in which the Clinton 
Foundation received donations

in exchange for her support as 
secretary of state for a business 
deal that gave Russia control 
over a large share of uranium 
production in the United States. 

And he was returning to 
questions about Clinton’s use 
of a private email server and 
how former FBI Director James 
Comey handled an investiga- 
tion into the matter, which was 
closed with no charges being 
filed. Trump initially cited the 
email case as a reason for firing 
Comey before conceding that it 
was because of the Russia in- 
quiry. 

The president’s Twitter fu- 
sillade came as he and his ad- 
visers braced for the first public 
action by Robert S. Mueller III, 
the special prosecutor named 
after Comey’s ouster to inves- 
tigate Russian meddling in the 
2016 election. As part of his in- 
quiry, Mueller is believed to be 
examining whether there was 
collusion between Trump’s 
campaign and Moscow, and 
whether the president obstruct- 
ed justice when he fired Comey. 

CNN reported Friday that 
a federal grand jury in Wash- 
ington had approved the first
